CURIOUS REVELATION, 


‘The exact cause of the quarrel between 
Lord Byron and his wife bas been one of 
the literary and social difficulties of the 
Century. That Lord Byron was a man of 
wayward and violent temper, not very 
strict in his morals, and deeply in debt 18 
what every one knew; that Indy Byron 
was & Woman who added somewhat un- 
usually airict idea of religious duty, to 
beauty, accomplishments, and wealth, was 
also known ; that two persons thus con- 


stituted were not likely to live together 


without very great suffering on one side, 
und possibly equally great annoyance and 
mortification on the other was evident 
enough, Lady Byron must have been 
scandalized as well as wounded by the 
necessary incidents of the household to 
which she had come, and the extreme pain 
of her position must have been aggravated 
in proportion to the extent of her, surviving 
love for her husband. That she, who, as 
she is described in her own language, ia a 
paper to which we are ubout to refer, was 
to him the * impersonation of conscience,” 
and being so, Was & constant source of 
uneasiness and self reproach, almost of 
terror, is also easily to be imagined, If 
these incompatibilities had led to a sepa- 
ration of the ordinary character no one 
would have wondered, and the affair would 
probably have been remembered longer 
than similar domestic catastrophes, only 
because the partiea themselyes were more 
conspicuous, But there was something in 
the immediate circumstances of the sepa- 
ration, which created the natural suspicion 
that a sudden grief had come to aggravate 
tau chronic and habitual discomtort,which 
were easily supposed to prevail between 
the two—some spécial outrage real or sup- 
posed, which had filled up the measure of 
his Lordship’s offences in the eyes of his 
lady, or else some new discovery of atroci- 
ous vice, which made it impossible tor

Byron by the once Countess of Guiccioli.— 
As was to be expected, the Countess, whose 
notions of morality did not at any rate 
come up to the average English standard, 
and who must have learned all that she 
knew from Byron himself, laid all the blame 
of the separation of the spouses upon the 
wite. We observe that this view has been 
partly approved in a periodical, which, 
during Byron’s lifetime, assailed him very 
tiercely—we mean Blackwood's Magazine,'in 
a recent criticism upon the Countess’ book, 
The Reviewer, indeed, is far from blaming 
the character, hardly ever the temper of 
Lady Byron, still less from denying that 
she might have had much cause for dissat— 
isfaction with her married life; but he 
Closes his notice with the words which the 
great Dramatist puts into the mouth of the 
royal spectator at the death bed of Cardinal 
Beaufort, “She dies and makes no sign. 
Oh, God forgive her!” The offence of 
making no sign consisted in this—that 
whereas Byron had publicly avowed that 
she was all a wife ouglit to be, and had 
over anu over again asserted that he, and 
not she, was to blame for what happened, 
he had nevertheless appealed to her and to 
her friends to ay what was the particular 
cause of her final departure from him, in 
order that he might justify himself if there 
were misconception on her part, or that in 
any case the publication of thetruth might 
relieve him from the darker suspicions 
of which he was the object. Tho last 
effort known to the world at large to 
have made in this direction, was the 
placing of his jutobiographical notes 
in the hands of Moore for publication 
after his death, with an expressed 
desire that they should be communicat- 
ed to Lady Byron, in order that 
if they contained anything which she de- 
sired to controyert she might have the 
opportunity of doing so, Lady Byron 
refused to look at the manuscript,and stated 
in the short note in which she did so, that 
any explanations on the subject of their 
quarre} would be injurious to their daugh- 
ter, butif he provoked such explanations 
he must be responsible for the consequen- 
ovs-There-.was in theso facts certainly 
something which warranta the view teken 
in Blackwood, that this undoubtedly good 
woman, trom some improper sense of pride, 
or other mistaken motive, had Jeft her 
busband’s memory exposed to yery foul 
reproaches,when it rested with her to show 
that while he had given her ample cause to 
leave him, his sins were still not of unex- 
ampled blackness, We ure not sure that 
Mrs, Stowe’s revelations would gain amplicit 
credif upon any less satisfactory authority 
than that upon which they aro made, os 
there is something which must still be 
cleared up in order to malco the main fact 
consistent with the other points of this 
family history. That alleged fact, however, 
ia that Byron lived before and After his 
marriuge in incestuous intercourse with a 
slater, It is further shown that Lady Byron 
knew this early in her short period of co- 
babitation,because he endeavored to obtain 
her connivance, and in order to do ao at- 
tempted, of course in vain, to shake her 
Christian principles. Her refusal is said to 
have been the occasion of many brutalities 
atthe period of her confinement, and a 
strange account is given of the last inter- 
view which the two ever had, She left his 
house, a8 18 well known, at his desire, and 
on going down to the carriage which was 
to take her into the country, she saw his 
favorite apanicl lying onthe mat at the 
door of lis apartment. She confessed after. 
wards that she would willingly have 
changed places with the dog, it slic could 
have thus stayed to watoh over him; but 
she enturod the apartment, and there found 
him in company with the companion of his 
sin, Strange to say, she did not rotire, 
nor apparently sbow any sense of 
anger nor even extraordinary emotion, 
Holding out her hands, she said, 
“Byron, say good bye,” upon which her 
lord, putting his hands behind him,rotired 
backwards to the fireplace, and mado the 
insulting quotation" When shall we threo 
meot again?”

afriend, and left it to her to use the infor- 
mation as she pleased; the immediate 
question to be solved being, whether it 
abould be given to the world then, Upon 
the whole, Mrs. Stowe decided that it 
should not, and she givea it now only asa 
refutation of the Guiccioli statements, We 
have intimated that in spite of the authori- 
ty of u narraitive thus supported, it is not 
Without some incongruity with facts other- 
wise well established. Ono can hardly 
understand the possibility of a woman of 
Lady Byron’s charucter consenting to 
reside in a house frequented not only hy 
the paramour, but the incestuous paramour 
ot her husband, One can hardly compre- 
hend her offering him not only a friendly 
but a comparatively calm adiew, such us 
Mrs, Stowe represents, in the very presence 
of this person, But that is not all, After 
she left town lettera passed between her 
friends on one side and her husband on the 
other. In these Lord Byron was treated 
by ber parents asa not unworthy son-in 
law, and was Invited to spend some time 
with Lady Byron at her country seat. As 
to her Just letter it was, by her own ac- 
count, like others of her letters, of which 
Byron was so proud that he showed them 
to his friends, ‘friendly, playful, aud 
cheerful.”

manner, and in the midst of written testi- 
mony of wife-like affection and duty. We 
may add that, though Mrs. Stowe says that 
the history communicated in a eircumstan- 
tial manner to her, has been generally 
known in some circles in England, so late 
a writer as the Blackwood Reviewer, in the 
midst of the renewed excitement on the 
subject, created by the reminiscences, de 
clared his opinion that the mystery would 
never be cleared up. There are some 
crimes so horrible and unusual that it re- 
quires more than usual evidences to make 
us believe them, Possibly, if the charge 
had been made public during Byron’s life, 
he would have refuted it, as he always 
declared he wished to have an opportunity 
of doing with any charge that he did not 
admit. Asit was not allowed to see the 
light when he could have dealt with it, nor 
during the time when Lady Byron had

THE “BWHAKING" HE ILAS ‘To Go THROUGH — 
WHAT IT 18 ALL AnouT. 

A correspondent of the Dublin Hepress 
gives the following asthe correct copy of a 
form of Ribbon oath, recently found by the 
police in making @ sudden trurption into’ « 
publiohouse in « country notorious for agra- 
rian outrages ; 

*“1(A. B,) herebyagrea to become a true 
and loyal member of this society, and I 
solmaly swear before Almighty God to bo 
true and loyal to the brother hood, and to 
each member of the same; and I will be 
obedient to my committee and superior 
ollicers, and agree to all their articlos, laws, 
rules and regulations that bave been since 
the commencement, and sll smendments 
addod thereto, and to perform all duties im- 
posed On me with loyalty, faith and fidelity ; 
and I swear that neither pipes or fears, re- 
wards or punishments, shall induce me to 
give evidence against any brother or brothers 
for any act or expression of theirs done or 
made collectivély or individually, And in 
pursuance of this obligation I swear to aid, 
as best I can, with purse and person, any 
brother or brothers who may be in distress ; 
and I further swear to own no allegiance to 
any Protestant or heretic Sovereign, ruler, 
prince or potentate, and that I will not regard 
any oath delivered to me by them or their 
subjects, be they judge, magistrate, or elae, as 
binding. And ] swear to ald, as best I can, 
any brother or brothers who may be on trial 
for any act or expression of Here: before 
Magistrato, judge la, orelse, and be ready 
atall times to aid by every means in my 
power to assist in procuring his or their lib- 
eration, and, if myself a witness, to disregard 
4ny oath delivered to me on such occasions 
by judge, jury, magistrate, counsel, clerk, 
lawyer, official, or else, and that I will not 
regard such oath as binding. And in revenge 
for the sufferings of our forefathers, and ‘pro: 
tection of our righta,I further swear to aid 
as best Ican, in exterminating and extirpa- 
tlug all Protestants and hereticsout of Ire- 
Jand or elsewhere; to hunt, pursue, shoot 
and destroy all Protestants or heretic Iand- 
lords, proprietors, or employers, aud also to 
hunt, shoot, pursue, and destroy all landlords 
or proprietors belonging to the Church of 
Rome, should he or they evict his or their 
tenants from any houyse, land, home, or 
holding of theirs, And further solemnly, 
Awear, to ald, as best I can, in burning, sack- 
ing and destroying all Protestants or horetic 
churches or places of worship, and all houses 
used ns such by miembers of different hereti- 
cal denominations in this country, and to 
Jevel\the same to the ground, 

“ Talsosolemnly swear to have no inter~ 
course, communion, or trade, neither to buy 
or sell, barter or exchange, giye or take, or 
have any dealings whatever with said Pro- 
testants or heretics, unless on such occasions 
48 cannot be avoided. 

“T also swear to defend the farmer, the 
poor man, the widow, and the orphans of 
any brother against the oppression of Jand- 
lords and the tyranny of the Saxon laws! 
and I further solemnly swear to do all in my 

ower to procure tle independence of Ire- 
facia and ald as best Lcan in allowing none 
but Irishmen to possess land, and Ireland for 
Trish, 

* Lalao solemnly swear to shoot, destroy, 
burn and purdue to death any former bro- 
ther who may turn informer or traitor, or 
who may refuse to’ porform any duty ordered 
by hia committee or superior officers, or any 
other duty which may fall by lot or-othor— 
wise to execute, And Tagree that my person 
shall be at all times at thelr service, to go 
wherever required or do whatever sent, and 
.| alao to aid by every means in my power any 
brother or brothers of this soclety executing 
the orders of other committces or officers 
belonging thereto, though not in my district 
and to ald as bestIcan he or them in the 
performance of their duty. 

“And I most solemply swear to keep all 
Secrets, passwords, signs, orders or other= 
wise belonging to this society, and that I 
shall never divulge the sama by word of 
mouth or otherwise ; and I swear neither to 
mark, or Indite with pen, pencil stone, chalk, 
or any other mineral or substance above or 
undor wood, above or under water, above or 
under land, pbove or uuder air, on the sea or

whatever above or under, Xc., it herb 


treo, shrub, wood, liquid, mineral, or elee, 
Above or below this earth, above or under, 
&c,, in the sea or elaewhere, to betray or in- 
form of any signs, secrete or passwords, or~ 
ders, doings, actions or expressions that have 
been, are being, or that will be belong 
ing to this brotherhood,”

* Turn off your gas when you retire.’ 

* Tie up your dog.’ 

‘If you place your boots outside the 
door they will be blackened—but the house 
will not be responsible for their return. 
(This is a confusing and tanglesome pro- 
position, because it moves you to deliber- 
ate long and painfully as to whether it will 
really be any object to you to have your 
boots blackened unless they are returned.) 

‘Give your key to the omnibus driver 
if you forget and carry it off with you.’

It was the quickest operation that ever 
was.

In another passage 
he is described as “ unfortunate.” Thus 
it is that crime 1s condoned, and that a 
sympathy with it generates that prevalent 
sentimental feeling against capital punish- 
ment, Wonderful to relate, however, 
Neapolitan juries have within the last two 
months brought in verdicts in three cases 
without “ attenuanti circostanee.” Justice

Trade Kete 


We have received u copy of the Trade 
and Navigation Returns of the Dominion 
of Canada, for the firat fiscal year of Gon 
federation, ending 80th June, 1868, It 
is late getting into thé hands of the public, 
and Mr, Bouchette, Commissioner of Cus- 
toms, deems it necessary to explain tho 
cause in an introductory letter to Mr, Til 
ley, Minister of Customs. He says :—“ The 
delay has been the unavoidable result of 
the different systems, both in theory and 
practice, followed in the several Provinces, 
in reference to the management of customs 
matters andthe preparation of returns. — 
The assimilation of these systems, the 
adaptation of forms to suit tho altered 
circumstances of the country in reference 
to its departmental administration, and tho 
delays necessarily created in communicat— 
ing with ports so remote from the seat of 
government as are those in New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia, have rendered it impos: 
sible, notwithstanding the greatest zeal and 
diligence on the part of the statistical 
clerks of the Department, to prepare the 
volume now Inid before you, earlier.” 

He claims, on the same ground, some 1n- 
dulgence for any deficiencies that may be 
found either in the general arrangement or 
details, He further says:—“ It is, never- 
theless, believed that the present volume 
Will be found to contain a mass of valuable 
information in regard to the trade and 
ableping of the Dominion, and 1 would 
merely beg leave, in concluston,respectfully 
to call your attention to tables Nos, 86 and 
87, by which it will be seen that the trade 
of the Dominion, in imports and exports 
combined, exceeds $180,000,000,—which

The Leader further says: “The history of 
the secret negociations which have led to 
these results will probably never be written, 
much less generally known. A controlling 
interest in such au enterprise as the Great 
Western Railway is not readily secured 
unless there is treachery somewhere in the 
management of the day. There is always 
a certain proportion of stock to be had in 
the open market; the majority of stock is 
held in the hands of the managing body for 
the time, and cannot be secured without 
the exercise of means which are not usually 
characterised as honorable, 

“This announcement of a change of owner- 
ship comes, too, at a suspicious time; it 
comes upon the heels of an arrangement by 
which the company obtained a considerable 
reduction in the sum—capital and accumu- 
lated interest—due by it to the Canadian 
Government, It is far from pleasant to 
discover after the remission of the debt has 
taken place that American railway men are 
to have the advantage of the remission,— 
Assuredly our Parliament would never have 
consented to a reduction of the debt to the 
extent of asingle dollarif it had known 
that certain persons interested in the Great 
Western were using their position and in- 
fluence for the benefit of Yankee capitalists. 
For, let the contemplated arrangement take 
place, and it will be difficult to convince 
the public that persons closely connected 
with the Great Western bad not an eye to 
the after-considerations which are now 
being developed.” 

The fact of the purchase by Vanderbilt 
is further confirmed by the New York 
Times, which paper says :— 

“Tn view of the railroad consolidation 
now in progress looking to the traflic of 
the West, the absorption of the Canadian 
road is more than probable, Railroad en- 
terprise in this country is rapidly assuming 
gigantic proportions; the combinati. + are 
vast, the interests involyed are v sued 
the management to be successful ins be 
equally yast and strong. If the Grout 
Western stockholders understand their 
interests, they will not object to the 
change.” 

Of course we cannot prevent the Great 
Western Railway Company passing into the 
hands of Vanderbilt and the railway inter- 
est which is running a-muck against the 
Erie combination, but it is greatly to be 
regretted that the purchase was not made 


previous to the Company making its ap- 
plication to Government to wipe out the 
debt of a million and a half. We agree 
with the Leader that the * announcement 
of a change in the ownership comes at a 
suspicious time,” and cannot help now 
thinking that negotiations for the consum- 
mation of this purchase were already 
far advanced when the motion was before 
Parliament. The reduction of the debt 
was wholly unjustifiable, and under the 
peculiar circumstances, isa matter of very 
serious consequence to the country. 


Mr, King Snubbea. 


The efforts of Mr, King, of Wall Street 
notoriety, to control the banking interest 
of Ontario, docs not meet with much fayor. 
The reduction of the rate of interest in tayor 
of produce dealers to 5 per cent, 18 general- 
ly looked upon as not merely a bid for 
popular favor, butas an entering wedge 
into the banking system of this Province, 
by which Mr. King hoped to aplit the whole 
into fragments. If he could manage to 
secure the busineas of the couatry for hia 


own bank, with the immense influence 
which his monied institution possesses, it 
would not belong before some of the 


Banks would have to go to the wall, His 
conduct towards the late Commercial, to- 
wards the Royal Canadian, and towards 
other Banks of Ontario, has been auch as 
to make the people very distrustful of any 
offer he might make, or of any course of 
conduct which he might map ont for the 
management of his Bank. It is not at all 
surprising, therefore, that the proposition 
to loan money to produce dealers at 5 per 
cent interest, should be very generally 
looked upon with distrust, more particular 
ly, when the conditions are such as to ren- 
der it very probable that the amount would 
roach at least 7 percent, before the borrow- 
er got rid of his liabilities, 

Mr, King has been trying another littl

Does it expect the Wash- 
ington Government to demand of the 
Canadian Government an investigation 
into the manner in which it treata ite 
prisonera ? The way in which the Tribune 
puts it looks very much asif this were what 
it wanted, If this surmise be correct, the 
Washington Government inight as well 
spare olf the trouble, The Canadian 
authorities could have no communication 
with the American Government upon such 
a question, The Fenians who are now in 
the Kingston prison were condemned as 
felons and outlaws, and it is a matter of no 
more concern to the Washington Govern- 
ment how they are treated than it would 
be for us to know how the outlaws and 
murderers at Sing Sing or Blackwell’s 
Tslund ore treated. The United States 
authorities have just as much interest to 
know how we treat these Fenian murderers 
as we would have to know what kind of 
treatment they give theirs, and no more. 
To expect that we shall institute an en- 
quiry into every trumped- up charge which 
Fenian ingenuity or malice may devise, is 
carrying the joke a little too far.

best time in autumn to set in ourtrees ¢ Can 
we do it while the leaves are yet green, or 
wait till near winter, after they have 
fallen? The answer may do. Do it when- 
ever the work can be well done, and while 
the soil is in proper condition as to dryness 
for working properly. If done early, the 
leaves must be all first carefully stripped 
off, to prevent the rapid evaporation of 
moisture, We haye known trees to have 
been entirely spoiled ina few hours by 
wilting from carelessness in not removing 
the leaves when taken up. In the Northern 
States, nurserymen usually commence dig- 
ping by the first of October. Some trees 

ave entirely ceased growing by this time, 
including generally cherries, plums and 
standard pears, If the leaves are removed, 
they may now be taken and transplanted, 
as wellas atany time in autumn or the 
following spting. Others have fully com- 
pleted the ripening of the young wood, 
which is effected through the assistance of 
the leaves. The only harm done in taking 
them up at this time, is in giving unma~ 
tured shoots on some parts of the trees, in- 
stead of those well ripened and hardened ; 
and the result will be that some of the tips 
may be nipped by.the frosts of winter, or 
they will pot start in spring with so much 
certainty and vigor. Hardy kinds, such 
as the apple will not be much injured in 
this way, and the peach, although tender, 
should be shortened back in spring in any 
case, 

It will be safe, therefore, with afew ox- 
ceptions, to take up trees any timo after 
the first of October—care being taken to 
do the work well, as already indicated, 

The soil should be in such condition as 
to be easily made fine and mellow, so that 
it may by filled in perfectly among the 
roots Without having interstices. Staking 
against the wind, or effecting the same 
purpose by a small mound of earth about 
the stem, should not be omitted. 

We have never succeeded better than by 
taking up trees abont mid-autumn, heeling 
them in by burying the roots and half the 
stems for wintering, and setting out early 
in spring. They, howeyer,do quite as well 
set outin autumn, provided they are hardy 
sorts, and the site is nota windy one. In 
heeling in for winter, it is absolutely essen- 
tial to fillin all the interstices among the 
roote very compactly with the fine earth.— 
Many trees are needlessly lost by careless- 
ness in this particular. To exclude mice 
effectulaly, the heeling ground should be 
clean and a smooth mound of earth raised 
on all sides about the trees—John J. 
Thomas.

Respect for the Sabbath.

The Philadelphia readers of tho New 
York daily newspapers will probably at one 
time or other have bad their attention 
attracted to a certain quarter of the journal 
wherein parties wishing to adopt beautiful 
blue-eyed babies, could be accommodated 
upon reasonable terms, Sometimes it is 
added that the adopting party must be a 
professing Cliristian, Lut more often the 
advertiser casts aside all considerations of 
faith and practice, und confines herself to 
statements in regard to the reasonableness 
of terms, 
The blue-eyed baby business is carried 
on too greater extent in New York than 
in any other city upon the American con- 
tinent, Tho number of blue-eyed babies 
that come to the surface in the columns of 
the daily and weekly press is immense. 
Baby farming’ is a regularly recognized 
business in itself, and those harpics who 
engage in the profession are most success: 
ful who part with the greatest number of 
babies for a consideration. 

There are several of these baby-farmers 
in New York, One of them is in St. Mark’s 
place, where a female physician, in con- 
junction with a male one, undertakes to 
supply Christian families with as many 
blue eyed babies as may be desired. She 
never makes any charge, but it is tacitly 
understood that’ babies of various degrees 
of blue-eyed beauty are to be procured from 
her at all prices between $50 and $150,— 
The proprietress has a sharp eye, a shrewd 
tongue, a long head, and a short manner, 
and ys not capable of being browbeaten, 
Another one is on Third Avenue, near to 
Stewart's. It is located over a shop, and 
pervaded with an nir of intense respecta- 
bility. Indeed, the “respectability” of 
these places is their most gratifying and 
salutary characteristic. The servant who 
opens the doors may look dowdy around 
the hall and dirty around the neck, butshe 
is respectable; the parlour into which you 
are shown may hayo cemetery-like mould - 
ings of atmosphere, suggestive of new-made 
graves, but the pictures on the wall are 
scriptural in subject,and the few ornaments 
are uniformably correct and respectable; 
the “lady” who receives you is generally 
attired in black bombazine (as though she 
were a Rachel weeping for other people's 
children), but the respectability of her ap- 
pearance and language is one of the first 
things that strikes you. The Third Avenue 
establishment is, however, more of an office 
than anything else, The real hospital and 
nursery 18 “further up-town.” 

In Nineteenth street is a third baby farm, 
and these three are the principal ones in 
Gotham. From these issue most of the 
advertisements which dupes, blessed with 
no children of their own, and wishing to 
adopt those of others, are so readily an- 
swered, Scattered all over the city are 
smaller ones, where the business is less 
artistically conducted, and the police 
descents upon which render a temporary 
residence there extremely risky,

children of New York, who some how or 
other are “ left over,” and never adopted 
out, go through protracted gourses of ill- 
treatment, which finally bring them to the 
grave. Whatever sorrowful chance may 
have taken the innocent visitor to such a 
house, he will have remarked with iex- 
preasible compassion the old countenances 
of the withered and unhappy little child-

Some of these children escape death, 
however, by being sent to Randall’s Island, 
whose nurseries received during the yoar 
1868, over eleyen hundred such children.— 
Here their condition is at least a little bet- 
ter than under the roof-tree ot the yenal 
friend who assisted their mothers (at the 
rate of $25 per week) in bringing them 
into the world. They receiveat least some 
education, The girls are taught sewing, 
and the boys get some inkling of farming. 
Thence, periodically they are sent West, 
and in @ few years no small proportion of 
the population of the prairie-peopled West 
will consist of the grown-up children of 
nobody, At the same time the condition 
of the juvédile occupants of Randall’s Is~ 
land—those little illegitimate ones—is 
nothing to brag of.

The following is from the Nor’ Wester : 
Pursuant tou notice signed by Messrs, 
William Denso, Pascal Berland, Joseph 
Gentor, and Willian Hallett, and pub- 
lished in the Nor’ Wester, u meeting of 
the natives of the country was held in the 
Court House on Thursday, the 20th ult.— 
The room was filled to overflowing, and a 
large number had to be content with learn- 
ing so much of the proceedings as could 
be gleaned through doors and windows. 
At about two o'clock the gentlemen signing 
the notice took seats oa the Bench, being 
accompanied by Mr, Banoaryne. Mr. 
Dease stated that the object of their meet- 
ing there to-day was to consider the recent 
transfer of the country by the Hudson Bay 
Company to the Canadian Government, and 
to call in question the right of the Com- 
pany to dispose of any territorial claims 
Without the consent of the natives of the 
country. The Company had received 
£800,000 forthe country, and they were to 
consider whether this belonged to” the 
Company or to the natives. He stated 
that so far as regards the settlement of Red 
River, the Hudson Bay Company had 
bought it from Lord Selkirk, wlio had 
power from the English Government to 
barter with the Indians for it, But Lord 
Selkirk did not buy the settlement, he 
mérely borrowed it for a term of yeurs 
from the Indians, paying them an annuity 
for it while he occupied it. Mr. Dease 
further contended that it was necessary 
for the Company befere selling their rights

and while the land is diligently cultivated 
we hope no unfair advantage will be taken 
of the natives. —ZZamilton Spectator. 


Reciprocity and other Matters. 


From the Port Hope Mercury. 

We solicit from our readera a perusal 
of the following choice morsel of Yankee 
impudence! 

A Buffalo paper says ; We doubt, how- 
ever, it any desirable scheme of reciprocity 
can be devised between the two countries 
(Canada and the States.) There are nat 
ural objects in the way which cannot be 
overcome. We have everything desirable 
for Canada, and our neighbors Lave little 
or nothing to offer us us an equivalent.— 
So long a8 Canada remains an outlying 
Province of Great Britain, it must be 
content with the same relations to us 
which are held by the mother country,” 

‘To this we retort, in the clegant language 
of their irrepressible itincrants—* Bully for 
them.” 

It is generally admitted that newspaper 
editors, a8 a rule, are as intelligent as their 
neighbors; and if, through the force of 
circumstances, or the precarious nature of 
their calling, they do not all happen to be 
blest with this world’s goods, they at least 
are expected to have tact and discernment 

enough to be able to furnish a truthfal 
epitome of the news of the day, coupled 
with which they should be possessed of an 
independence of character and loftiness of 
sentiment sufficient to enable them to keep 
aloof from the stigma of being mere pan- 
derers to popular feeling.

Lands in the North- 


West. 


Indian 


Anything which bears upon the coloni- 
zation of the North-West is at the present 
time of special importance. Two docu- 
ments have just been published which de- 
serve all the publicity we can give them, 
Many people have hesitated about going 
to the North-West lest when they got 
there they should find it difficult to secure 
& proper title to their land, or should be 
interrupted in their possession by the In- 
dian proprietors. It seems indeed thatsome 
have already experienced this difficulty, 
and the knowledge of this fact has been 
calculated to deter others from going. The 
following documents, however, are calcu- 
luted to remove all doubts upon the mate 
ter, and their tendency wili be to encour- 
age emigration to the North West. The 
first is a letter from Governor MacTavish, 
addressed to Tames McKay, Esq, of Stur- 
geon Oreck. 

Torr Gary, June 11, 1869. 
My Dean Sim—I dare say you are aware 
thata few wsottlers from Canada have this 
summer came into the settlement with the 
intention of settling in the country. Some 
ofthem had gone up to Muskrat Creek to 
open up farms, and have been forbid to do Bo 
by the Indians, on the grounds that no ar- 
rangement has been made with them for the 
lands. Some of the men who wero thus not 
allowed to settlo at Muskrat Croelk have ro 
prosented to me that they have been put to 
very much oxponse in getting here ; In fact, 
have totally expended their means, and that 
if they are obliged to return to Canada, for 
want of Jands, the hardships will be great ; 
and they have requested me to ondenvor to 
porduade the Indians to agreo to settllog on 
the lands in question. I would myself have 
gone up to see the Indians on the subject but 
am on tho eve of loaving for Norway House, 
and therefore cannot spare the time, butif 
you will be kind enough to woo them, and 
glvo the following explanation as from mo, it 
would probably have as much effect aa ifT 
visited them myself 
I would in the firat place state that I have 
no authority whatever to make a final ar- 
rangement with the Indians for their lands, 
and therefore cannot troat them; but, L 
would wish to presont to the Indians, the 
hardships to which the Intended settler will 
be subjected if they arenot allowed to farm, 
an wollas thatthe Indians can allow them to 
fottlo on the land without injury to themsel 
ves. ‘Tho more occupation of the land by 
nottling will not Sntorforo with the Indian's 
right (o tho land ; when the Canadian Govern 
mont, attor the transfer of the country, de 
cldeson buying up the Indian title, 

I would otropgly urge on tho Indians to 
permit these mifn to occupy the Jand on this 
doderatanding, an lam certain that ite being 
so will not Injurein nny way tho Indians, In 
the ovent of the Indians agreeing to thin it 
must bo clearly understood, until time has 
beon allowed for final arrangements to be 
mado, the Indiana aro not to change tholr 
minds and disturb tho settlors, IT trust that 
tho question may be decided sooner, but two 
yours at loast sliould bo allowed

Railway to Red River. 


With their accustomed energy and enter- 
prise, the Americans are rapidly construct= 
ing whut is termed the * Northern Pacific 
Ratlway.” the first section of which extends 
from St. Paulto Red River, This road 
has already been referred to in these col- 
umns, The following additional particu- 
lars we find in a letter recently published 
in the New York Tribune ;— 

“ The present objective point of this line 
is Breckinridge, on the Red River, 214 
tiles west of St. Paul. The bonds of the 
company are all held in Holland, the 
proxies being in the hands ot Geo, J. 
Beecher, the President, who, like Minneso. 
tiuns in general, is a young man, and has 
the practical sagacity, energy, and self 
poise, peculiar to Westera men, The road 
has cost $30,000 a mile, and before the 
close of the season the cars will be running 
to Breckinridge, across a wild,uncultivated 
tract of 180 miles, Already, however, 
emigration 1s setting in towards this region 
the arrivals of Scandinavians at St. Paul, 
being at the rate of 1,000 a day. 

_* The Red River fur trade will be tapped 
at Breckinridge, This trade is carried on 
by the half-breeds in wooden carts—not 
scrap of iron about them—each drawn by 
a single dog or ox, and moving in trains of 
1,500 and upwards. These rude caravans 
of the wilderness will, iu a few months, 
be met by the heavy trains of the St. Paul 
and Pacific—the one an index of expiring 
barbarism, the other of advancing civili- 
zation.”

AN EIGHT YEAR'S PesTILENCE, 

The Friend of India suys: It is almost 
impossible to conceive anything more de- 
plorable than the state of the feyer-stricken 
villages of Hooghly and Burdwan. The 
magnitude of the calamity and the utter 
helplessness of the people, while they ex- 
cite our pity, almost lead us to despair, In 
the short space of eight years the fever has, 
itis culculated, swept away two-thirds of 
the inhabitants of the desorted yillages.— 
In some places the mortality bas been far 
greater, When the East India Railway 
was opened, Pardooah was a flourishing 
town, numbering 7,971 souls. In 1862 the 
fever appeared, und since that time 6,222 
persons have fallen victims to its tacks ; 
and the miserable remoont wander like 
spectrea round their miserable stricken 
home, diseased in every limb, and bearing 
on their pinched and soddened faces, the 
unmistakable marks of lingering but early 
death. The state of thechildren, who have 
a lifetime of work before them, iseven more 
deplorable than that of grown up men.— 
‘Ido not think,’ writes the Sanitary Com= 
missioner after visiting these villages, 
“that I exaggerate when I say that Jive~ 
sixths of the children under eight years of 
age have spleens four times as large as 
natural, Infants are to be seen like fam~ 
ished objects, bearing the expression of 
pinched ond ghastly old age, their ribs 
starting, outwards, and the usual tumid 
spleen burghing forward with ominous con- 
yexity, ‘hey more resemble the mon~ 
strosities one sees preserved in pathological 
muscums than anything else, An atmos 
phere of silent derpair seems to hang 
over the worst villages; and no wonder, 
for overything is rotting, the air, the 
ground, the vital organs of the people. — 
Those who are not destroyed by malaria 
aro disabled ; industry is crampec 
cultural operations are impeded; misfor~ 
tone and misery make their appearance

The announcement of the election of Mr. 
Archibald to the House of Commons by so 
large a majority na 400, speaks volumes for 
the growth of the Union sentiment in Nova 
Scotia, Less than a year ago the whole Pro- 
vince was in a state of political excitement 
bordering on revolution. The Local Legis 
lature was up in arms against the Act of 
Confederation, not more than two or three 
members daring to appear asits champions 
or defenders. The infection swept the 
entire Province, and it became a serious 
question whether open collision ‘between 
the local and federal authorities would not 
take place at any moment. Tho feeling 
against the “accursed Union” as the Re- 
pealers termed it,was bitterin the extreme, 
Repeal Leagues and Annexation Leagues 
were organized in every village, town and 
city, and members of the Commons and of 
the Legislature and other leading men took 
the stump and advocated forced resistance 
to the Federal authority, We mustconfess 
the transformation scene has been of a much 
more sudden and complete character than 
any reasonable person could expect, 

The defection of Howe was the entering 
wedge which split the Repeal fabric, and 
since his memorable election the whole 
thing has been gradually crambling to 
pieces. The visit of His Excellency the 
Governor General wnd the tour of Prince 
Arthur, have contributed in a yront measure 
to restore o better and more contented 
feeling amongst the people ‘Che members 
who came to Parliament from that Province 
found that the Kanucks were not such 
terrible fellows after all, particularly after 
they succeeded in obtaining concessions and 
advantages to which they had no rightand 
which should never have been given them, 
for we believe they would have accepted 
the situation, grudgingly pe:hups, if those 
concessions had been denied them, The 
commercial relations which have been es- 
tablished between the old Provinces of 
Quebec and Ontario and the Muritine Pro- 
vinces, have fostered and encouraged the 
growth of a more kindly and friendly 
spirit, and the interchange of those little 
courtesies which have taken place between 
the members of the press and of prominent 
individuals of both Provinces, have had a 
wonderful effect in reviving the Union sen- 
timent. No better evidenceof the growth 
of this sentiment could be given than the 
triumphant election of Mr, Archibald. It 
is to be hoped now thata better feeling 
has been established, the United Provinces 
will go to work harmoniously and secure 
for us those advantages which the full de- 
velopment of our vast resources must 
bring.

Militin Report, 


on the state of the Militia of the Dominion 
of Canada, for the year 1868.” It is a 
yoluminous document, comprising over 800 
pages, and in addition to tabular state- 
ments of the various military organizations, 
contains the reports of the Inspecting 
officers. The Report commences with « 
brief eynopsis of the new Militia Act, and 
states that under that Act the re-enrolment 
of the Volunteer Militia has been highly 
aatistactory. In addition to the old corps 
previously in existence, many new ones 
have been added to the strength in parte 
of the country, where nolocal organization 
had previous existence, : 
An abstract of thestate of the Volunteer 
Militia, shows that in Ontario the Cavalry 
Force consists ot 692 rank and file; Field 
Batteries, 480; Garrison Artillery, 1,576, 
of which 441 belong to the Grand Trunk 
Brigade ; Rifles and Infantry, 19,068, of 
which 867 are connected with the Grand 
Trank force. In the Province of Quebec 
the Cavalry Force numbers 876; Field 
Batteries 160; Garrison Artillery, 1,159; 
Engineers, 184; Rifles and Infantry, 10,- 
758, including 928 belonging to the Grand 
Trunk Brigade. In New Brunswick the 
Cavulry force numbers 818; Field Bat- 
teres, 70; Garrison Artillery, 464; Rifles 
and Infantry, 928.

‘Surface. Manuring. 


Whatever manure may do, one thing is 
certain, that its application to the surface 
ia a benefit—that its effect is immediate, 
reliable and decided, It has hence become 
a favorite mode of applying manure. John 
Johnston has given a great impetus to this; 
others baye added it, and the country is 
more or less practising it. Our manure 
goes mostly upon meadows. This, then, is 
established, that there is a benefit in using 
manure in this way. 

To do it successfully upon meadows, a 
yery important thing is required. a thing 
that is too much neglected, It is to pul- 
verise the manure and get it down on the 
ground. ‘To leave it in lumps is of but 
little use.

ground gets, but the lumps are an obstruc- 
tion, Thisisa bad way and should be 
discountenanced severely, Close to the 
ground, hugging it, becoming a part of it: 
this is what is wanted, Now tho soil by 
its attraction gets the strength, the rains 
rain it down at once, 

But this manure should be rotten—thor- 
oughly decomposed, Then there will be 
no heat to throw off the strength, Fer- 
mentation, which is well in the ground, is 
bad outside of it. But even in a raw state, 
drawn from the stable, manure, when close- 
ly applied to the surface, lias its benefit— 
not so immediate. Fermentation must be 
gone through with before the manure is 
plant food; and the acrid nature of some 
manures will hurt grass and grain, and im~ 
part a new influence to the soil. 

Notbing can be better than to take good 
barnyard manure, composted with muck 
or clay, and, when thoroughly mixed and 
decomposed, apply to the soil, close to the 
ground, finely and evenly distributed. 
This gives our meadows what scarce any 
other treatment can reach—a thick, excel- 
lent coat of grass, Repeated, this coat can 
be continued ; and by and by, when it is 
washed to turn it down, there is nothing 
better. Corn will grow here if anywhere, 
We have known it to reach, in large lots 
over eighty bushels to the acre, when other- 
wise it would reach but half that amount. 

For grain, the same is the case, You 
apply and harrow in: that is all the differ- 
ence, This will fetch any crop. There is 
uo wuess-work bere, no risk, Mellow your 
soil, and apply the manure in a composted 
stute as above. Sow your grain and har- 
row in. Let the quantity be according to 
the demands of the soil. Thus a poor soil 
may be made rich at once,—as effectively 
#o as though soil itself, rich soil, were car- 
ried there,—for this top soil will receive at 
once the strength of the manure mixed— 
remember, thoroughly mixed—with it and 
it gets it right where the grain is, where 
the roots branch out.. Seed will “catch” 
here without fail. Thisis the third great 
benefit which top dressing with manure 
brings. 

It has a tendency to keep the ground 
moist; this is another, And atthe same 
time it readily passes off the water. But 
the main points—the reliable, the impor- 
tant, are its effects upon meadows, upon 
grain, and upon seeding. The effect of 
this cannot be questioned, and is not, It 
is only said that some of the strength of 
themanure escapes. Thia looks reasonable, 
There is little doubt but that some of the 
strength is lost, There is also little doubt 
had this manure been covered, the 
strength would have » saved, This is 
all a plausible theory ; nay, it is fact, But 
the best results are obtained trom the top 
dressing. This, then, decides it, und 
should. Wo are better satisfied with top 
dressing, We realize more; the thing 
works finely, What-olso-oan we- wish }—

They may be persvaded, 
encouraged, and reasoned almost into any- 
thing that is proper, but they can be scolded 
and driven into nothing, Said the sweet- 
tempered Christian poot, Cowper, in a letter 
to the Rey. John Newton ; 

“No man was ever scolded out of his sins. 
The heart, corrupt as it {sand because it is 
80, grows angry ifit be not treated with 
some management and good manners, and 
scolds again, A surly mastiff will perbaps 
bear to be poked, though ho will even growl 
under the operation, bat ifyoutouch him 
roughly he will bite, There ia no grace that 
the spirit of self can counterfelt with more 
success than a religioca zeal, A man thinks 
that he ja ekillfal in searching the hearts of 
others, when he is only gratifying tho malig 
nity of his own, and charitably supposes his 
hearers destitute of grace, that ho may shine 
tho more in his eyes by comperigon. 
When he has portormed this notable task, he 
wonders thatthey are not converted, He 
has given it to them soundly, and if they do 
not tremble and confess that God is in them 
in truth, he givos them up as reprobate, in— 
corrigible, and lost for ever, Buta man that 
loves ine, {fhe woos me In error, he will pity 
me, and endeavor calmly to convince me of it 
and persuade mo to forsake it. If he has 
great and good nows to tell mo, ho will not 
do it angrily, and in much heat and discom- 
posure of spirit. It is not therefore easy to 
concelyo on what ground a minister can 
Justify n conduct which only proves that he 
does not understand his errand, Tho absurdity 
of it would certainly strike Lim, if he were 
not Limaelf deluded.”

rid of, And TI do not know that I should 
care to banish the feeling, for the sight of 
the clear, blue sky, the genial sun, and the 
face of a fellow-man, after long hours among 
the fishes, makes you feel like one who has 
suddenly been drawn away from the grasp 
of death. I have had some narrow escapes 
while pursuing my strange profession; 
every diver bas, or has been unusually 
lucky to escape them. 

I think the most dangerous place I ever 

got into was going down to examine the 
propeller, ‘ Comet,’ sunk off Toledo, In 
working about the bottom, I got my air 
pipe coiled over a large sliver from the 
stoven hole, and could not reach it with 
my hands. Every time I sprang up to re- 
move the hose my tender would give me 
the * slack’ of the lino, thus letting me fall 
back again. He did not understand his 
duties, and did not understand “what my 
signal on the life line meant. Tt was two 
hours and a half before I was relieved, and 
there wasn’t a moment that I was not look- 
ing tosee the hose cut by the ragged 
wood, Iv’s astrange feeling you haye down 
there. You go walking over a yessel, 
claumbering up her sides, peering here 
and there, and the feeling that you are 
alone makes you nervous and uneasy. 
Sometimes a vessel sinks down so fairly 
that she stands up on the bottom so trim 
and asneat as ifshe rode on the surface,— 
Then you can go down into the cabin, up 
the shrouds, walk all over her, just ag casy 
asa sailor could ifshe were still dashing 
away before the breezo, Only it seems 80 
quiet, &) tomb-like; there are no waves 
down there—only a swaying back and 
forth of the waters, and a sce-sawing of the 
ship. You hear nothing fromaboye. The 
great fishes willcome swimming about,rub 
bing their noses against your glass, and 
staring with a wonderful look into your 
Gyes, The very stillness gives life a hill. 
You hour just & moaning, wailing sound, 
like the last notes of ao organ, and you 
cannot help but think of dead men float. 
ing over and around you, 
Thaye been down especially to rescue the 
bodies of those drowned. About four 
years ago the propellor Buckeye, belonging 
to the Northern ‘Transportation Company, 
went down in the River St. Lawrence, in 
soventy-elght fect of water, and it was 
known that a mother and child were asleep 
in their stateroom at tho time of her sink- 
ing. ‘The father begged of me and offered 
me n good deal of money to take out the 
corpses, and though I droaded the work, 
I at Inst consented, I had been all over 
the wreck two or three times and know just 
where the stateroom w The door was 
fast locked, and I waited a good while 
before bursting it open. 

Of course a dead person couldn't harm 
you, but even in broad day, on shore, with 
People around you, don't you know that 
the sight and presence of a dead person 
brings up solemn thoughts and nervous 
tovlings ? I know how they would look, 
how they were floating around in the room, 
and if the father hadn't been looking ao 
wretched there was no money to 
tempt mein there, But, at Inst, I got a 
crowbar from forward, and, not letting 
myself think, gave the light door a blow 
that stoveitin, Tho water came rushing 
out; the vessel juat then lurched over to- 
ward my side, and out they came, the 
woman firat, hor oyos wide open and hor 
hair trailing bohind, and io her left hand 
she held the hand of the child, [know 
how they would look, but I screamed out 
and jumped back. Here face was fearfully 
distorted, showing low hard death had 
been made, and the eyes looked through 
the green waters at mo in a way that made 
my flesh creep, ‘Tho child tind died easily, 
itd little white face given out sign of 
torror 

It was a good while before I fastened the 
line to them and gaye the signal to haul up 
and I felt ao unonsy that T was not long to 
following.

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wife came to me, hearing that I was to go 
down to the wreck, and asked me to find 
the body if possible. I remembered this 
when I went down, and went. groping 
through the engine room in momentary 
expectation of encountering the body. I 
looked so long without finding it that I 
got nervous, and had started for the ladder 
to go up, when I felt something strike my 
helmet and give way, and a cbill went 
dancing over me as I thought the dead 
body was at hand, But, on reaching up, 
T found that {had run against the fire hose 
the end of which was hanging down, andl 
what I so dreaded was still hidden boyond 
my sight. 

A diver does not like to go down more 
than one hundred and twenty feet ; at that 
depth the pressure is painful, and there is 
danger of internalinjury. I can stay down 
five or six hours ata time at a hundred and 
fifteen or twenty feet, and do a good deal 
of hard work. In the waters of Lake Hu- 
ron the divercan see thirty or torty feet 
away, but the other lakes will ecreen a 
vessel not ten feet from youn. 

Up here you seldom think of accident or 
@eath, but a hundred feet of water dasbing 
over your head would set you to thinking, 
A little stoppage of the air pump, 4 leak in 
your hose, a careless action on the part of 
your tender, and the weight of a mountain 
would press the life out of you before you 
could make a move, And you may ‘foul’ 
your pipe or liue yourself, and in your haste 
bring on what you dread. I often got my 
hose around a stair or rail, and though I 
am not called cowardly, and generally re- 
lease it without much trouble, the bare 
idea of what aslender thing holds back the 
cloth of death off my throat makes a cold 
sweat start from every pore.

FUTURE—THE PROPHECIES OF 

ISAIAH FULFILLED. 

(From the Jewish Messenger, Sept. 2.) 

The American press have seized upon 
the idea started in the Messenger a fort- 
night ago, attributing to the Suez’ Canal, 
aclditional importance in view of the pro- 
bable consequences upon Palestine, us a 
suggestion of striking significance, and we 
recur to the subject with a desire to consid- 
cr it in its varied phases. 

The proposed inauguration on the 17th 
of November, will be an occurence of in- 
ternational interest. The eyes of the civil- 
ized world are upon that little connecting 
link between the Mediterranean and Red 
Seus, and imperial combinations are on 
foot to divert the trade there concentrating 
into the channels which England antl 
France respectively seck to control, Puales- 
tine appears to be regarded as of such slight 
consequence in this connection, as in all 
other relations, save those of archwlogical 
concern, that its claims to consideration 
have been entirely overlooked. 

The contents of the Middle Ages between 
the Christian and the Suracen forces looked 
to the possession of the Holy Sepulchre ; 
Napoleon exulted in his memorable cam- 
paign under the shadow of the Pyramids 
as the most brilliant epoch in his wilitary 
career, It would seem thatbere is to be 
the theatre of another conflict ; the grand 
victory of peace is to be won on the field 
once stained by the blood of the avenging 
hoate, “The awords are to be beaten into 
ploughsbares,” 

What are the Tsraclites to hope from 
this great triumph of pationt skill, and this 
international strife for the mastery? The 
projector of the Suez Canal, M, Lesseps, 
lately addressed the company at its Paris 
office, demonstrating the extraordinary 
commercial receipts would be limited dur- 
ing the ensuing year, simply by the means 
of transportation, and that the facilities 
would speedily be multiplied so as to rea 
lizo tho most sanguine expectations, There 
can be no doubt that Palestine will sym- 
pathizo with the regeneration of Bgypt, 
and that the seaports of the Holy Laod 
will be transformed again into busy marts, 
and products of the soil be sent forth in 
their ancient abundance in exchange for 
the commodities of distant countries. 

The beautiful and memorable words of 
the prophet Isaiah cannot be forgotten by 
the Isravlites today, however light the 
yoarning for their fulfilment— 

“PBonr not, for 1 am with thee, I will 
bring thy seed from tho Bast and gather 
thom from the Weat; I will any to the North 
givo up, and to the South keep not back ; 
bring my wond from far, my daughters from 
tho extromity of the earth,” ‘You are my 
witnesses ; I will work,and who sball hinder 
it?” “ Thos salth the Btornal, who maketh 
a way in the senand a path Inthe mighty 
waters, *** Behold, I will do a new 
thing, Now it shallapring forth, shall ye 
not know it? I willeven mako o way in 
donert aud wators ina waste.” Thy chitared 
shall make haste ; thy destroyers and thi 
that make tho waste shall go forth from 
theo, Lift ugthine eyes around about and 
bohold, all these gathor together and come 
to thea Forthy ruins and thy desolate 
plncos, they shallevon now be too narrow by 
roason of thoinhabitants, and thoy that awal- 
lowed thee up shall be faraway *** Thos 
paith the Btornal God Behold I will lift 
up my hand to nations and raleo my stan- 
dard to peoples ; and hey shall bring th: 
sons tn thelrarms, and thy daughters hall 
bo carrled on tholr shoulders. And kings 
shall bo thy nuralng fathors and thelr princos: 
soa thy nursing mothers ; thoy shall prostrate 
thomsolvon to theo with thelr faco toward the 
arth and Hok up the dust of thy foot, and 
thou shalt know that Tam the Btornal; for 
thoy shall not be ashamed that walt for mo," 

Kqually significant is the glorious prophecy 
of Kzoklol i 

Thos saith the LordAlthough I have 
cant them far offamong the nations, and 
although I have scattered them in the coun 
trios, yot will I be to thom as a minor 
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scattered, and I will give you the jand of 
Israel ; and they shall come thither and they 
shall remove all the detestable things 
thereof and all the abominations thereof 
from thence ; and I will give them one heart 
and I will put a new spirit within them, 

The language of the prophecies is expli- 
cit—the confidence of Tsraclin their faltil- 
ment 18 almost univereal. Our uncertainty 
as tothe time implics nodonbt as to the 
ultimate realization of these hopes, 

The rehabilitation of Palestine, the com- 
mencement of commercial relations with 
the world at large, will ones more intro~ 
duce a8 o momentoue question. “the right 
to the Holy Sepulclire,”’ involving the 
right to the government of the Holy Land, 
But the decision will not depend on the 
arbitrament of helmeted knights, Wild en- 
thusiasts or the indomitaple Guard, The 
weapons of peace will be wielded and the 
re-opening of commercial activity in and 
about Jerusalem will Le the manifestation 
of this great change. 

Will the Israclites consent to return to 
Palestine? 

That remains to be determined. It is 
not unreasonable, though, to anticipate that 
when this fleld for business activity actual- 
ly presents itself there will be thousands 
of Hebrew pioncers to ayail themselycs ot 
the prospect. 

There are hundreds of thousands whose 
love and attachment for the Holy Land 
time has not dimmed, who will embrace

{nce of the Moon! France, bound in iron 
chains by the fettera imposed on her by a 
Great armed confederacy, has little hope 
for expansion in Europe, and ber rejetora 
have to strike out in Algeria: South Ameri- 
ca, Cochin China; but, wherever they take 
Toot, she protects them. We send forth, 
and repudiate, and lop off; at least, we are 
advised to do so, But will any one tell us 
how a line isto be drawn between a colony 
which we wish to let go and a possession 
We are Getermined to maintain? If Canada 
may go, why must India be held at any 
risk? Will foreign countries respect the 
doctrine of expediency, and permit us to 
disavow Australia and keep Gibraltar? 
This doctrine, it carried out, will, perbaps, 
Spare the army some disagreeable turns of 
foreign service, and give it a good deal of 


with avidity the opportunity of emigration.

The Civil Service. 


Now that ministers are again assembling 
at Ottawa, we trust geome practical work 
will be attempted in the re-organization of 
the Civil Service. The appointment of a 
commission some time ago was sustained 
by the Spectator as an augury of an earnest 
desire to put the service upon an efficient 
and economical basis, The report of the 
commission has been before the Privy 
Council since lust winter, and yet, so far as 
the public are aware,nothing has been done 
towards giving fair consideration, much 
less practical effect to heir suggestions, 
We can assure ininisters that this course is 
militating ‘severely against them in the 
country, and is driving from them much of 
the support so generously accorded to them 
at the lust election. People were disposed 
to make dll reasonable allowance for the 
work which a Government entering upon a 
new order of things bad to perform. But 
it is felt that two years ought to have suf- 
ficed for that purpose, and that within that 
time something more in the way of depart- 
mental reform might have been accom- 
plished. The Civil Service Bill of the first 
session of the Dominion Parliament was 
accepted as evidence of a disposition to 
Pluce the service upon a sound foundation, 
But to this day, upwards of sixteen months 
after the bill became law, nothing has been 
done to give officers of the department the 
status which that measure promised them, 
or in apy way to carry out its provisions, 

We greatly fear that ministers have not 
quite understood or appreciated the feeling 
which secured for them the magnificent 

ctoral victory of 1867. The so called 
“no party” cry was not a mere election 
shibboleth, raised for a temporary purpose, 
Tt represented an earnest and growing con- 
viction in the country that the mere triumph 


of party was a matter of far less consequence 
than the good government of the country, 
It had, as its principal foundation, the teel- 
ing of fair play to men who had been 
mainly instrumental in bringing about a 
great and important political change, and 
f belief that those men should have the 
opportunity of putting in operation the 
machinery necessary to make that change » 
permanent and successful advantage for 
British America, Mere party ties were 
wonderfully loosened by the coalition of 
1854; and mere party ties had compara- 
tively little to do with important events of 
1867, When the country declared that 
ministers should have “a fair trial,” it did 
not declare the personal confidence in any 
particular set of men, because of the party 
name by which they were known, And 
people watch with great interest the pro- 
ceedings of the goyernment, influenced 
still by the same feeling. Large promises 
wore made on behalf of ministers, and the 
fulfilmont of these is looked for with much 
anxiety. Obiet among the desiderata of 
good government 1s the question of depart- 
mental reform ; and we can again but ex- 
press the hope that no further delay in the 
work of # thorough reorganization of the 
departments will be permitted. Spectator,

“The hop growers of this State have 
been fayored with unusually flue weather 
for gathering the crop, the gréater portion 
of which has been secured in excellent con- 
dition, Although the total product may fall 
20,000 bales short of last year, the quantity 
of really good hops is equal to whatit was 
then, In estimating the total crop of the 
country this year as compared with last, 
our figures tally closely with those of Mr. 
E, Wells, given in the regular market re- 
port; we credit New York with less, Wis- 
consin with rather more, Undoubtedly 
we shall have hops to export, und the price 
here will, ina great measure, depend on 
the foreign demand, Present accounts 
trom Europe indicate that there will be a 
demand for all the hops we bave to spare, 
But we lo not, even in that event, antici- 
pate very high prices, Mostof our dealers 
have had rather a hard time of it for the 
pust two or three vears; the western deal- 
ers are slow pay; money is scarce and the 
rates of interest high; and therefore no 
One will feel inclined to make speculative 
yentures of any amount; especially as the 
heavy brewers are known to hold large 
amounts of old hops. Of the 30,000 bales 
eatininted by Mr, Wells to be still in the 
country. of the crop of 1868, probably one- 
third will never enter into consumption ; 
thoy are of too poor quality. 

“No price has as yet been established in 
the country for the néw crop, A large 
bumber of growers would be willing to sell 
at about 20 cente.”
